SCHOOL BOOKS. 


The Sacramento Bee contains the 
following excellent suggestion, and as 


it applies to this State as well, we give 
it space. It would be well for the 


Legislature to give it some attention: 
The tax for school books is very 


onerous upon poor men having large * 


families, and something should be 
done to relieve them of this burden. 
Tbe publishiog companies or houses 
are all combined to keep up the 
price, and while they may contest 
with one another for the trade none 
of them propose books at reduced rates. 
There is nothing that we know of in 
the shape of bouke that could be, and 
should be, sold cheaper than school 
books. One composition does fer 100,- 
000 copies, the paper used is generally 
of poor quality, and a book that costs 
15 to 20 cents will not weigh more thao 
many of the daily newspapers that are 
sold for twocents and carried rouod aud 
delivered to the subscribers, at that, 
yet the newspaper matter has to be set 
up fresh every day, while the school- 
book matter lasts for years. And then 
the school-book publishers get up books 
not for use, but to sell. They crowd 
upon the people too many books— halt 
of them entirely useless—and are 
ever ready to tamper with school 
boards and Legislatures in their own 
interests to the injury ef chilcren and 
the loss of money by parents. The 
Legislature should put a stop now and 
forever to this wrong by authorizing 
the State to publish her own school 
books and ordering them sold to pu- 
pils of the public schools at cost price. 
There is no present necessity to offer 
them free, as parents would be too 
giad to receive them at the great re- 
duction this would make in them, say 
50 to 75 percent. This great cost of 
school book is an outrage upon the 
cad that Califurnia has suffered too 
ong already, and it is her duty pow 
to basten to correct the evil. 


DEATH TRAPS. 


Tbe burning of the Newhall House 
at Milwaukee this morning, a detailed 


account of which is published in our 
telegraphic colums, is another terrible 


illustration of not providing efficient 
means of exit to public building. 
Over 60 human beibgs were reasied 
alive in that death box, and many of 
the victims, too, in full view of the 
vast multitude standing in the street 
below, unable to succor the perishing 
mortals. The thought is too horrify- 
ing to realize. The reports received 
refer to the building as a “death trap,” 
and it seems public attention had been 
called to the unsafe condition of the 
building in case hasty exit should ever 
become necessary, still nothing was 
done to remedy the fault. Cannot 
sume law. be passed compelling the 
owners of public buildings to properly 
protect those who must visit them?

The Newhall House, a six story 
brick building at the corner of Michi- 
gan street and Broadway, burned to 
the ground this morning. The fire 
was discovered at 4 o'clock, In less 
than a half hour the whole building, 
long designated as a death trap,” 
was enveloped in flames. The utmost 
terror prevailed among the inmates of 


the doomed building while escaping 
by dozens from the upper stories and 
covering the side-walk with lifeless 
bodies. The shrieks of the uofortu- 
nates filled the air and were heart- 
rending, the people below being un 
able to render any aid. Quite a num- 
ber of terrified guests and employees 
vf the hotel appeared at windows and, 
seeing the distance to the ground, 


FELL BACK TO PERISH 


In the flames, The employees ot the 
hotel, which accommodated 800 
guests, numbered 86,were mostly lodg- 
ed in the sixth story. The exit by 
way ot the roof was cut off by fire and 
the two stand pipes with fire ladders 
were not available for some reason. 
Very few were saved by jumping on 
canvas. All the stores and offices on 
the ground floor with their contents 
were destroyed.

) OUR PUBLIC SCHOOIS. 


Their Present Condition -Sugges- 
tions Concerning Their Govern- 
ment Condition of the School 
Fund. 

The various officers in charge of our 


public schools are doing all in their 
power to raise their standard and con- 
dition. Many radical changes have 
been made already. Many mote will 
probably be made. There 1s but one 
feeling among all interested, whether 
officers or citis u,, and that is that the 
schools shall be brought to the most 
perfect condition possible. The first 
change made was io the seating of the 
pupils, and the manner of hearing re- 
citations upon the upper floor. Under 
the former system there were four 
rooms with a teacher in each room, 
Each department was a little kingdom 
in itself. The one teacher was obliged 
to maintain discipline, hear recita- 
tions and attend to the myriad little 
details arising in school management. 
With such a divided attention it was 
impossible to do any one thing well. 
If attention were concentrated upon 
one branch ot work all the others suf. 
fered. Under 
THE PRESENT 8YSTEM 

All the pupils on the upper floor are 


seated in one room. The partition 
which formerly divided the high 
school room from the grammar school 
room has been torn down and both 
rooms thrown into one. This gives a 
fine large, well-lighted, well-ventilated 
room, with a present seating capacity 
of 130. This room serves as a general 
assembly room and study room, Io 
this room the most perfect order and 
quiet are preserved. There is a mark- 
ed absence of the noise aud confusion 
unavoidable under the old system,and 
which distracted the thoughts and 
prevented study. This room is under 
the efficient management of Miss 
Browa, the principal. The other 
rooms are used merely as recitation 
rooms. There is a teacher in each, 
and but one class at a time is heard in 
each. This gives ample opportunity 
for clearness of iustruction. The 
teacher has but to 


IMPART INSTRUCTION 


And hear recications. The children 
are able to give the closest attention. 
There is nothing to distract their 
thuughts. They have but one thiny 
to do, and the teacher is to be held 
responsible for the well-doing of that. 
Even in the short time in which the 
system has been tried a most marked 
improvement is to be seen. The sec: 
ond change is in reference to the 
course of study. To a large degree 
the teachers, especially in the higher 
departments, have been working in 
the dark, or, at least, working upon 
their own responsibility. There never 
has been a well-arranged, carefully 
conducted course of study. The chil- 
dren could see no clearly defined en: 
inview. They had no definite object 
to work for. So far as they could see 
they were to remain forever in the 
school without graduation. All that 
is to be changed. Mr. Jenvey made a 
special visit to Virginia Gold 
Hill and Carson, and saw, and took 
notes upon, the 


VARIOUS METHODS OF INSTRUQGTION 


In use there. He conversed with Prof. 
Young, State Superintendent of Public 
Schools; Prof. Gray, the Superintend- 
ent of Storey county ,and Prot. Howe 
of Carson. He, in connection witb a 
committee of teachers appointed at a 
public meeting, has made a careful 
domparison of the notes taken there 
with catalogues obtained from the best 
public schools in the laad, and from 
this comparison a course of study has 
been arranged which is truly excel- 
lent. It stands second to none. It is 
the best in the State. In arranging 
this course for the high school all the 
essential studies were put, so far as 
possible, in the first two years. This 
was to meet the wants of many who 
are unable to take a full four years’ 
course, but who are able to take two 
years. The last two years are largely 
of a finishing nature. In compiling 
this course 

ONE CENTRAL IDEA 


Was never lost sight of; and that was 
to give as complete an education as 
possible to one who could go no fur- 
ther than the high school. It was 
also arranged that if one desired to 
enter a college or university he would 
receive the necessary training in the 
high school, and thus be spared the 
expense of a prepsratory course in au 
academy or gymnasium. This course 
has been submitted to the Board of 
Trustees and accepted by them. It is 
to be published when the rules and 
regulations are completed. This will 
be done in a short time. A third 
change is yet to be made. The lower 
departments of the school are alto- 
gether too crowded, The 


SCHOOL POPULATION OF RENO
